by the weather bureau and geological 
survey. Ten times during this half 
century, roughly, considerable areas 
have suffered moisture deficiencies of 
at least 15 per cent below mean annual 
precipitation.

Government Will 
Pay Rail Pensions 


Money to Come Direct 
From Treasury Pending J, 


Tax Litigation 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—The adminis-' 


tratio'ri decided Sunday to pay railroad - 
pensions out of the Treasury, although, 
a recent court ruling left it without 
any immediate means of collecting 
taxes for the .retirement fund. / 


The decision of the Railroad Retire-, 


jnent JBoarcl was predicted at 
three factors: 


Judge Jennings Bailey of the 


States District Court here did r 
unconstitutional a measure providing' 
for payment of the pensions, although 
he held invalid a companion act levy- 
ing taxes to create the pension fund.' 


Congress, enacting taw to replace a 


previously invalidated railroad retire- 
ment act, appropriated $46,685,000 for 
payment of the pensions for one year. 
This was on the assumption that the 
appropriation would be returned', to i 
the Treasury from a three and one- 
half per cent tax on railroad payrolls 
and a similar levy on workers' sal-, 
aries. 


The Railroad Retirement Board an- 


nounced "an appeal probably will be 
taken" from 
the decision. A final 


Supreme Court ruling on this appeal 
could be reached before the present 
congressional 
appropriation is ex- 


pended. 


The board said initiation of the rail 


pension 
disbursements marked the 


first operation of this country of a 
government old-age retirement 
sys- 


tem for other than government em- 
ployes. 


About 4,000 workers are immediate- 


ly eligible for benefits, the board said, 
and an additional 20,000 have filed, ap- 
plications but have not fulfilled all 
conditions 
necessary 
for receiving 


benefits.

Undaunted Farmers 'Dig in Under Drouth' for Water

Not infrequently a child is born with 


a-weak place in the wall of the abdo- 
men, which results sometimes, even at 
birth, in the appearance of what scien- 
tists call hernia, and what the public 


commonly Calls a rupture. 


The rupture usually is seen as a 


swelling, because the intestines or oth- 
er materials within the abdomen have 
pushed their .way through the weak 
place in the muscle wall. 


The most common place for ruptures 


to appear in babies at birth is some- 
where in the middle line around the 


' naval. In older children ruptures us- 


ually are seen in the groin, and not 
infrequently in boys they may push 
down into the genitals. 


When the child coughs or cries or 


Strains, the rupture is seen more eas- 
ily because of the pressure which de- 
velops in the abdominal cavity. If the 
child lies down and stops straining, 
the material in the rupture will disap- 
pear or can be pushed back easily. 


One way to prevent ruptures at the 


navel is to make certain that the ab-- 
domen is given extra support during 
the first few months. For this reason 
an abdominal band is worn. Babies 
may wear this band for five or six 
months, if the doctor indicates neces- 
sity for it 


Ruptures in the groin are much 


more serious than those in the mid- 
dle of the abdomen. A child with such 
a rupture should be under the imme- 
diate care of a doctor, who will ad- 
vise the proper procedure to be fol- 
lowed. 


Various devices have been developed 


for controlling ruptures, including us- 
ually a simple pad over which a piece 
of tightly ~ drawn 
adhesive tape is 


placed. This should always be arrang- 
ed by the doctor, since it is possible 
with the wrong kind of a pad to en- 
large the opening, rather than to aid 
its closure. 


In cases of whooping cough in 


young babies, it is desirable occasion- 
ally to put on an abdominal binder 
quite soon, because of the danger of 
rupture due to the increased strain 
brought about by constant coughing. 


Rupture is a fairly frequent condi- 


tion among adult Americans. Rup-j 
tures in the groin were found in 5.1' 
per cent of 17,000 men who were given 
periodic physical examinations.

Family jealiusy is growing. It is 


growing, too, in every walk of life. 
And as a result I wonder if we are 
not over-doing the cult of self. 


Can'l Adjust Themselves . 


Not long ago I wrote that educators 


have as much difficulty in placing the 
too-bright child as they had formerly 
in adjusting the slow student. Recent- 
ly I talked with the president of a 
boy's college who had noticed that 
article. 


At my request he stated his own 


views and policies, which I found re- 
markable and unique. 


"I sense a growing tendency in 


schools to further the astute'and clev- 
er student to a place in the sun," he 
said. "I myself have taken a different 
stand. I think it high time to teach 
tolerance and patience to these quick- 
witted, super-minded youths and make 
them understand that God's gift to 
them must include 
their 
fellows. 


When they get out of school they will 
have to live in a world of slower- 
wilted people. They must respect 
them, live with them and understand 
them, and be decent to them." 


Explains Terms 


And then he reverted to his own 


word "tolerance." "I dislike the word," 
he explained. "It connotes condescen- 


sion and permission. It sets up an 
ideal of 'I am holier than thou but go 
right ahead, anyway.' I prefer the 
word 'appreciate.' Or even "permit' 
in its larger sense. It looks across 
rather than down." 


Since then I have reconstructed his 


opinion and the more I think of it the 
better I like it. Because all jealousy 
and discouragement is born of con- 
trasting ability and state with 
the 


more fortunte in life. 


Certainly an honor student deserves 


to be praised. Often it is sheer hard 
work and sacrifice that gets him his 
cum laude, and the lazy and dis- 
gruntled need not make jealous grim- 
aces at him and feel bitter. But there 
is something to this business of God- 
given brains and those whom God for- 
got. 


Parents Can Help 


In the family, which is always the 


miniature school, parents might try a 
work-out on this point. The quick 
and nimble Alice must learn that 
slower Sister Jane is to be appreciat- 
ed and not "tolerated." Hustler Har- 
ry that he isn't one bit better than 
Plodding Peter and must learn to be 
kind and decent to him. When the 
elect learn to take this attitude of 
"appreciation" of their less-favored or 
less-personable kin, then discourage- 
ment and jealousy will wane. 


Comparison is always odious, but 


never so odious as between children 
in the same house. Encouragement is 
a better tonic than jealousy. Encour- 
agement and praise by the successful 
brother or sister goes far to lift the 
less-gifted out of his 'Slough of De- 
spond and promote his self-esteem. 
Cleverness without patience and kind- 
ness is never admirable anyway.

Probably there is something symp- 


tomatic about the great number of 


: books coming from the pens of foreign 
correspondents. The world often looks 
as if it were rushing down a steep 
place into the sea, these days, and 
the foreign correspondent is a good 
. man to ask about it. He usually can 


be depended on to write an exceed- 
ingly interesting book. 


Anway, there's a new one out now 


—"The Tumult and the Shouting," by 
George Slocombe (Maemillan: J3U1' — 
and, like all the others, it is very read- 
able. 
, Mr. Slocornbe has been reporting in- 
ternational affairs in Europe evtr 
since the war, a.s correspondent for a 
labor paper in London. His book is 
not the inerospective, darkly brooding 
type, such as those of Vincent Sheean 
and Walter Duranty, but it is excel- 
lent journalism. 


He writes of peace conferences and 


reparations commissions, of Locarno 
and Geneva, and of the statesmen v/ho 
have held the post-war stage. He tells 
ho*,v Mussolini talked andacted before 
he came to power—and, thougli quite 
out of sympathy with Fascism, says 
bbluntly that the Italian Socialists 


brought their troubles on themselves. 


He gives some first-rate pen pic- 


tures of men like Briand, Tchichierin, 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, and Lord 
Curzon, tells how he interviewed 
Gandhi in prison, snd sheds interest- 
ing sidelights on American writing 
men such as Ernest Hemingway, Fra- 
zier Hunt, and Edwin L. James. He 
gives, too, an acid comment on the 
similarity between Calvin Coolidge 
find Raymon Poincare. 


Altogether, his is not the least not- 


able of the long list of firstrate books 
by foreign correspondents.

Twenty-Seven States Hit 


The drouth of 1934 extended over 75 


per cent of the nation's area and af- 
fected severely 27 states. Its effect on 
food supplies, food prices and agri- 
cultural income was marked. 


Yields of food grains were cut down, 


production of feed, forage and pas- 
ture was reduced tremendously and 
there was a heavy reduction in live- 
stock numbers. Food supplies, How- 
ever,, proved-ample to meet the gen- 
eral needs, due to carry-overs. Ex- 
cept for meats and related products, 
there was no serious shortage in the 
country as a whole. 


Actual Income Higher 


The effect of the 1934 drouth on 


food prices was felt by the consumers 
in rising prices. Thus farm income 


rose for the nation as a whole, despite 
lardships in some areas. 


In June, 1934, for example, round 


steak was selling for 28 cents a 
pound. In June, 1935, the price 
had risen to 38 cents a pound. 


In September, 1934, pork chops 


were 33 cents a pound. During the 
same month a year later they were 
40 cents a pound. 


Eggs advanced from 27 cents a 


dozen in June, 1934, lo 34 cents in 
June, 1935. 


Bread advanced four-tenths of a 


cent per loaf over the same period. 


In December, 1933 butter was 


29 cents a pound. In December, 
1934, it had risen to 36 cents. 
These prices are those of the AAA 


Consumers Council. 


What 
effect present drouth 
con- 


ditions will have on food prices re 
mains to be seen. Federal officials ad- 
mit the possibility (hat prices may 
rise somewhat as feed for cattle, hogs 
and chickens goes up. They ray the 
cattle-buying program should not af 
feet beef prices, materially and that 
only n forced extension of the pro- 
gram should cause an advance.
